Problems of the Business Girl. 


A Girl and Her Employer. 


BUSINESS girl writes that her employer is beginning to pay her 
some trifling attentions, and she doesn't know exactly what 
to do. He has walked to the station with her, she is a commu- 
ter, after business. He has made her one or two trifling gift*. 


wants to know just what she ought to do, for she says, "I don't want 
to lose my job." 


Her letter Is not just as explicit as it might be, but in general, 


it Is wisest for a business girl to discourage attentions from her em- 
ployer. The wisest course is never to put herself in a position where 
they will be offered. The experienced business wonun knows this and 
has acquired enough tact to handle the situation. 
But the little, new, 


business girl with her first position and her innocent faith in the 
goodness of the world, doesn't know the attitude she should take from 
the start, and so often finds herself confronted with some such problem 
as this without being really In any way responsible for it. 


A girl doesn't need to be stiff or prig&ish, to keep relations between 


herself and her employer purely on a business basis. She can be pleas- 
ant without ever dropping into familiarity. 
She can perform her 


work cheerfully and loyally without the relationship between them 
ever shifting from a business into a social one, she caa always maintain 
In a well-bred way the distinction. The right kind of man will respect 
her for it; the -wrong kind cannot get beyond this barrier. 


Sometimes a girl enters the office of a friend or a friend of the 


family. 
Sometimes she is in the same office for years and years and 


so a little more intimacy slips in. Such circumstances, of course, change 
the complexion of the relationship somewhat. 
But the young business 


girl who is in this office today, and another one in six months, will 
flnd It best to preserve a strictly business attitude toward her employer, 
no matter what advances he may make. 
And if she starts right, he 


will never make the advances. 


This does not mean he will not like her. 
He will probably like 


her all the more. 
And if this feeling should deepen Into something 


more serious, as it has done in many offices, rest assured if he la the 
right kind of man, he will find a way to let her know it, without in any 
way compromising her. 


For, generally speaking, ll does compromise a business girl to be 


eeen going about with her employe'-, and .o be known to receive gift* 
from him. The world Is censorious and critical. The business world 
Is as full of gossips as Is the social realm; and a business girl should 
give no grounds to be gossiped about, even if there Is not a word of 
truth in what Is said. 
She does not know what business prospects it 


may spoil for her. 
And the right kind of business girl is in business 


for her work and to get ahead. She is not there for social diversion. 
She is there purely for business purposes. 


Therefore, it would be well for this girl to avoid meeting her em- 


ployer after business. 
She should go out of her way to make it Impos- 


sible for him to run across her. If this is kept up for a while, he will 
probably take the hint. When she does see bin, she should greet him in 
the cool, non-committal fashion with which she greets a business acquaint- 
ance. 
There should be none of the cordial warmth given to a friend. 


This can be done so tactfully that he cannot get offended. 


The matter of the gifts is a little more difficult, for one doesn't 


like to seem unappreciative. 
But it is sometimes best to choose th« 


difficult course. 
By making the business manner even a little more 


pronounced for a while, the man, if he is the right sort, will take his 
cue. 
And if he is the wrong sort, there Is all the more reason for 


taking a firm stand. But he is psobably only thoughtless. He may not 
realize he is causing unpleasant things to be said about this little office 
girl. 


But the wisest course for a girl to adopt when she takes a new 


position, is from the start to maintain a pleasant, but absolutely unmis- 
takable business manner. 
It will win respect and ward off undesirable 


attentions.

Junction City-Bremen field was op- 
ened up and pronounced a wonderful 
Held, the operator has stepped iu and 
secured a foot hold and will test 
their holdings now that they have 
o"<iderab!e capital invested. 
The 


held is only in its prime and has 
hardly been touched by the drill. A 
dry hole in the deep sand does not 
condemn any large acreage around 
the well as has formerly been the 
case in other 
fields. 
Fairly good 


bonus figures have been paid for 
some of the territory where new ad- 
vance producers have been drilled in 
and while some will make money, 
ouiers are sure to get stung to some 
extent, but at the same time they 
are not backward and will take the 
hazardous chances. 


The deep sand fields have been the 


leading attraction for many months 
and will remain so for at least a 
year or so yet. or until the long and 
wide area of territory is pretty thor-

Should 
it prove either a gas or an oil •well 
t will a9d a large amount of un- 
developed territory to the large and 
rapidly growing field. The north- 
astern part of Hocking county, Is 
one of active sect;ons which is lo- 
cated to the southern extremities ot 
the now producing field and the stay- 
ng qualities of the wells are enough 
to make the trade hungry to get in- 
to line on some of the good looking 
leases. 


Active development for the season 


las not as yet opened up in the gas, 
areas of Licking, 
Knox, 
Ashland 
, 


Medina, Wayne, Fairfield, Hocking 
and Perry counties, but good roads 
will see a revival all over the coun- 
try.

Tiffin, O.. April 24. — Detective 


'tt illiam J. Burns, head of the agency 
which bears his name, and one o"f 
his most trusted operatives. J. A. G. 
Badorf, uncovered 40u pounds 
of 


dynamite in a shed in the heart of 
this city last evening within twenty 
minutes after stepping from a trail! 
which bore them from Indianapolis. 


The dynamite. Burns 
declared. 


was stored here by Ortie McManigal. 
one of the prisoners taken at Detroit, j 
Mich.. last Thursday, in connection 
with the Los Angeles Times explo- 
sion. 
Detective Burns had his plans 


well made. 
He not oniy knew that 


the explosive was here, but knew 
where to find it and had a key in his 
pocket to unlock a padlock on the 
door. 


The shed, owned by James Mc- 


Manigal, father of Ortie McManigal, 
stands within 1»0 yards of several 
residences. Detective Burns declares 
that there was enough dynamite in 
the- place to shake the city from end 
to end. 


As in Indianapolis, Mr. Burns was 


sure of his ground before he made a 
move. 
He knew exactly where the 


explosive was to be found, and upor. 
being met at thr- station by Chief 
Myers, of the Tiffin police depart- 
ment, went directly to the shed. The 
searchers found that the structure- 
was divided by a partition, vfhich in 
turn was itself divided. 


They opened one side and search-

"Tbc Lord of 


Begotten and Born of the Spirit, 


"Put to Death In Flesh, 


Quickened In Spirit" 


London. April 23. 


—P a s t o r Itu&sell 
preached in Lon- 
don Tabernacle to- 
day to a crowded 
bouse. 
His theiue 


was the lesurrect- 
ed Lord, no longer 
a man, but ascend- 
ed where he was 
before—made par- 
taker of toe divine 


nature. His text was. "He was pi:t to 
death iu flesli. but quickened iu spirit" 
(I Peter iu. IS). The speaker said: 


In the past those of us who coutiu 


ued to believe in the resurrection of the 
dead, held some inconsistent theories 
respecting the matter which served to 
make the resurrection doctrine the 
more absurd in the minds of those op- 
posed. For instance, we claimed that 
the Istgos, the Son of God. left the 
heavenly or spirit nature and. accord- 
ing to the Scriptures, was made slosh. 
and that He was resurrected from the 
dead a human or fleshly IKMUJC and as- 
cended to bearen with a body of flesh. 
In the same breath we acknowledged 
that human nature is a little lower 
than the angelic: and thu«. while still 
wishing- to honor the Redeemer and to 
see wisdom and love to the Heavenly 
Father's Plan, we assumed that the 
Savior, since His ascension, has had 
a body inferior to that of the angels 
and out of harmony with His surround- 
ings; and that this is to be to all eter- 
nity a part of the cost of human re- 
demption. 


How absurd! Do not the Scriptures 


particularly tell us that ~in His resur- 
rection the Son was highly exalted by 
tbe Father, far above angels, princi- 
palities and powers and every name 
that is named? 
Do they not tell us 


that "flesh and blood cannot inherit 
tbe Kingdom of God?" 
Do they not 


tell us that the elect Church, in order 
to be the Bride of Messiah and His as- 
sociate in the heavenly Kingdom, must 
be "chanQtd. In a moment, in the twin- 
kling of an eye." In order that she may 
be made like Him. and because "flesh 
and blood cannot inherit-tbe King- 
dom"? We have been too careless in 
our study of tbe Divine Word. On this 
subject, as upon others, we have as- 
sumed that our forefathers of the 
"Dark Ages" understood the matter 
thoroughly. We forcot that those who 
lost so much of the Holy Spirit that 
they could bnrn fellow-Christians at 
tbe stake were quite likely to be more 
or less confused on all questions. Bnt 
"the path of the just is as a shining 
light shining more and more unto the 
perfect day." and it is now our priv- 
ilege to learn the way of the Lord more 
perfectly, in the light now shining upon 
tbe Bible through the aid of our won- 
derful concordances and other Bible 
study helps. \ 


Begotten of the Spirit—Then Born. 
Our difficulty on this subject arose 


from our failure to understand that 
human and spirit natures are distinct, 
and that God has provided two dis- 
tinctly different salvations for nnu- 
kind—the salvation of this Age being 
exclusively spiritual, while that of the 
next Age will be exclusively human 
We are not to think of these natures 
as blending, but. according to the 
Lord's Word, we are to view them as 
distinctly separate. Whoever is of tbe 
human 
nature is earthly, fleshly, 


whether perfect or degraded. Whoever 
is of the spirit nature is heavenly, 
whether perfect or degraded. Thus, 
when "the Logos was made fiesh and 
iltvelt among u«." He was human, 
though unblemished. 
And the fallen 


angois are siiil spirit beings, nithoiiah 
cut off from Divine favor and fel'ow- 
ship. 
In other words, human nature 


Is not an imperfect form of spirit na- 
ture but a totally separate and distinct 
nature. 


The Loyos. tbe Only Begotten of the 


Father, "was made flesh" (John i. Ht. 
He was not a spirit being inc-nrcernted 
in a body of flesh aud wearing it as a 
garment, or living in it as a house Fie 
became like others of th*» race, except 
that "He was holy, harmless, separate 
from sinners." while all others nre sin- 
ners, imperfect 
Like other men. the 


man Jesus was not a dual being—a 
spirit being living in a human frame. 
He was merely human 


But the Redeemer became t dual 1-einn 


when He received the begetting of tne 
Holy Sr-!rit at the time of IIis bap- 
tism. 
Thenceforth, for throe and n 


half years, until His crucifixion. He 
was dual. 
The flesh was the same; 


but the spirit-begcttiug received from 
Ihe Father constituted Him a wir r<?o. 
n new person 
He not only tbcr^iftcr 


had new hopes. based upon Divine 
promises, but Ht- had A new mind <-r 
new will spwi.i liy iUnminn'rrl, iiti'k- 
r.icd. enlightened by the Holy Spirit. 
From tbe t'me of His baptism !!;•? 
fic«h fall that belonged io ill* human

Lord's ministry, for tbree aud a half 
jears, lie was a dual personage. So 
far a* form aud organism were con- 
cerned He was a man. but so far 
as wind aud purpose and interests 
<**.-re concerned He was 
<.-h'imjtd~a. 


New Creature, a spirit being; earthly 
things bad passed away. 
Tbe New 


Creature followwl tbe instructions of 
the Divine Word aud providences to 
the extent of mortifying fue flesh— 
surrendering it fully for the accom- 
plishment iu it of the Divine will. 
"The cup which My Fattier hath pour- 
ed for Me shall 1 not drink it?" 


The great Teacher Himself gives us 


the picture of a human birth as illus- 
trating the experiences through which 
He passed and the similar experiences 
through which all of His faithful fol- 
lowers must pass in order to reach 
the plane of heavenly glory. This pic- 
ture contains three distinctive view*— 
M> begetting—C> quickening—(3) birth. 
These three step* were illustrated by 
our Lord's own ei|M?riences. He was 
bogotten of the Holy Spirit at the time 
of His consecration at baptism. 
He 


was <|uickened or energized by that 
Holy Spirit after His forty days" ex- 
jfrience In the wilderness wnea He 
began H!s actire scrriee as "the Mes- 
senger of the Covenant." selecting His 
Bride, the Church. 


When He finished His sacrifice at 


Calvary the man Jesus was dead, and 
the New Creature Jesus, spirit-begot- 
ten and quickened and developed, was 
three and a half years old. According 
to tbe Divine Program He slept in 
hai''-x. the tomb, and on the third day 
was Ini-n from the dead, raised up by 
Divine power as a New Creature, 
being given a spirit body of divine 
nature—dory, 
honor. 
immortality; 


"Him h:s!h God highly exalted" <Phi- 
lippians ii. Oi. 
He did not lose His 


personality. His identity, and could 
therefore properly say- "I ani He that 
liveth nnd was dead" (Rev. 1. 18). 


"Now the Lord Is That Spirit." 


II Corinthians iii. 17. 


Thus was our Lord "put to death in 


flesh and quickened in spirit"—made 
alive in spirit, a Spirit Being. True. 
He was also quickened by the Spirit. 
It was the Father's Spirit or Power 
which raised Him from the dead, as 
the Scriptures declare (Roman* viii. 
11). 
Indeed, as the Apostle reminds us. 


all the blessings of Divine providence 
are of the Father. From Him cometh 
every good and every perfect gift. 


He Who thus ascended up on high, 


tbe Prince of.glory and partaker of tue 
divine nature, is the same Who Grst 
descended to the earthly nature, yea. 
Who was humbled even unto death, 
even tbe death of the Cross, nnd weat 
to the tomb as the sinner's substitute 
*r ransom-price- The forty days which 
intervened between tbe Redeemer's 
resurrection and His ascension taught 
two great lessons: 


(1) That the crucified One was no 


longer held in the bonds of death, no 
longer a prisoner in the grave. 


(2i It also taught that tbe Risen One 


was different in many respects from 
what He was before He died. No long- 
er was He a man. No 'onger was He 
flesh. Tbe body of flesh prepared for 
Him for the suffering of death had 
served its purpose. He needed it no 
longer. The Father had raised Him 
up to tho plane of glory again. As a 
quickening spirit He was with tbe dis- 
ciples during the forty days, instruct- 
ing them during the few moments of 
each of His seven or eight appearances. 
But He was teaching them equally 
when invisible to them. He noted their 
perplexities. Bis several appearances 
were in different forms—a<; a gardener, 
as a traveller, as a purchaser of fi«h 
on the sb"re of Lake Tiberias, calling 
out. "Hnvc you any fish?" and then. 
'•Drop the net on the other side." 


He "revealed" Himself to the disci- 


ples in various ways in connection with 
those matcriaJi-ritiin!! ?.nd then straight- 
way He "vanished" out of their sisht. 
to be present with them, unseen, for 
days. 
For identification He appeared 


on two occasions in a body bearing the 
marks of His crucifixion. During those 
forty days the faithful Teacher estab- 
lished the f!»ith of His followers in 
Himself as the sriorified Messiah, their 
Heavenly Rridesrroom. Who would lat- 
rr come again and receive them unto 
Himself and at that time give to them 
siso a similar resurrection "cT>inir." 
.'hs>t they should be 'ike Him. "see Him 
as Ho •"«" and not a* He tens, nnd share 
His srlory—because "flesh and blood 
cannot inherit the Kingdom of God" f! 
Corinthians xv. OOi.

Tbe effect of tui< 
great light above the brightness of the 
sun upoo tbe e\es of Saul of Tarsus 
was destructive and a miracle was 
necessary for their repairmen!. 


Thus tbe Lord identified Himself in j 


glory with His former self, 'the man 
Jesus. 
These l«?<ssoas of the Lord j 


should not Lave gone unheeded. 
We 1 


should not have thought of the jt'ori- 
tied Messiah as a mau. The effect of 
tbe wrong thought lias not ouly be- 
clouded our appreciation of tbe Sa- 
vior ia glory, but has also confused 
many respecting His Second Advent. 
It is safe to say that even yet the tua- 
jonty of those who are expecting cbe 
Second Cowing of the Son of God aud 
His establishment of His Messianic 
Throne are looking for Him as a glori- 
ued n-.iiH. forgetting that He sacrificed 
Himself as a man. aud that lie took 
not back that sacrifice, but received 
exaltation to the more excellent giory t 
than that which He had left to become i 
our Redeemer. 
J 


These wroujr espectatioos respecting 


Messiah's Kingdom have turned tbe 
hearts of many iu a contrary direction. 
They ha\e reasoned correctly—that tbe 
establishment of an earthly Kingdom, 
with Christ the Kin? in the tJesli auU 
His saints joint-heirs with Him in U s 
Throne. al«o in Ike flesh, aud uith ;i.i 
earthly court—would be a condition of 
things inferior to the present one ai>d 
apparently very inadequate for the ac- 
complishment of the great things 
which the Bible promises Messiah's 
Kingdom will secure. 


The proper thought respecting the 


resurrection of our Lord and His pres- 
ent glory shows us clearly that His 
Kingdom, when it shall be established, 
will, indeed, be a heavenly Kiii&dom. 
a spiritual oue. From this stand'.-oint 
only can we see tbe force of tiie Apos- 
tle's contrast, when he pictures to us 
how Satan, ambitious aud scheming to 
be the Emperor of tbe world, took the 
path of'disobedience. He indeed gain- 
ed hi:* desire and is the "Prince of this 
world"—over a sorry Empire, in which 
sin and death reijru. 
On the other 


hand, the Apostle points us to the- fact 
that our Redeemer, loyal to the Heav- 
enly Father to tue core, bumbled Him- 
self to take the banian nature, to be 
crucified: and that therefore God has 
exalted Him nnd will give to Him the 
Kingdom now usurped by Satan, the 
Prince of this world. 


Satan will be bound for the thousand 


years of Messiah's reign. The spirit- 
ual Prince of darkness will be deposed 
and tbe spiritual Prince of Light aad 
Truth, as the Father's honored Ageut. 
will be inaugurated as King of kings 
and Lord of lords. 
Aad "He must 


reign until He shall have put all ene- 
mies under His feet"—the last enemy 
being death. Adamie death, the death 
introduced through the deceptive !ic of 
"Satan, who was a murderer from the 
beginning and abode not in the Truth" 
(John viii. 44). 


St. Paul, according to the Greek test, 


institutes a comparison between Sa-1 
tan's course and that of the Logos 
(Philippians ii. G). He there implies [ 
that Satan was ambitions and sought; 
to grasp Divine prerogatives, but thntj 
the Lotos "did not meditate a usurpa-' 
t:on to be equal with God." but. on ( 
tbe contrary, humbled Himself and; 
made Himself of no reputation. Nev-j 
ertbeless. eventually, in the outwork- 
ing of the Creator's great Program, 
the One who humbled Himself will be: 
the Exalted One. and the one who es-t 
sited himself will be abased.

Apostle urges tbe Church to follow the
